Of the 70,000,000 
inhab.tants of the Great Empire, 60,000,000, 
he says, are peasants, intensely ignorant, 
and devotedly attached to the Czar, whom 
they call Little Father.“ The revolution- 
ists are confined to the towns, and are power- 
less to create a revolution. M. Zola thinks 
that if the Nihilists persevere in their work 
of assasination, the infuriated peasantry may 
rise up in arms and create sad havoc in the 
centres of population.

THE SUPREME BENCH, 
STANLEY MATTHEWS’ OPPONENTS,

Wasuineton, D. C., March 29.—The oppo- 
nents of Stanley Matthews, calculating. that 
he will be defeated, are already considering 
the persons whom they will present as candi- 
dates for the vacancy upon the Supreme 
Bench.

A GHASTLY REVELATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 22.—The residents 
of this city have been startled to-day by the 
revelations made in reference to the rifling of 
anumber of graves in our most prominent 
cemeteries by a professional resurrectionist, 
who exposed all of his horrible work in an 
exhaustive article published in the Baltimore 
Sun. It is conclusively proven that Balti- 
more during the past six months has been a 
a central point for a nefarious traffic in hu- 
man bodies. The investigation of this deal- 
ing in dead bodies was suggested by 
the discovery several months since of 
the robbery of the grave of Miss 
Jennie Smith and a Mra. Carter, her 
aunt, In Baltimore Cemetery. Not long 
since the above paper announced that they 
had received a communication jrom a resur- 
rectionist claiming to be connected with the 
Medical University of Maryland, which stated 
that the grave of John Stregelman, in the 
same cemetery, near the tomb of Miss Smith, 
had been rifled. This body, it was ascer- 
tained, had been sent to Cleveland, O., packed 
in a barrel with that of a colored woman 
from Laurel Cemetery. Among the other 
graves said to have been robbed are the 
following: That of a young girl, 
about 19 years. of age, buried near 
the chapel entrance. In the lot next to this 
grave is a tombstone marked Susannah 
Margaret, wife of John Mallan.“ Her body 
was sent to Georgia. The remains of another 
grave in the cemetery are reported to have 
been taken to the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. in this.city,..The next restinge- 
place of the dead deseribed was that known 
as the “Sweet Home” burial-ground, used 
by the Catholic congregations of St. Alphon- 
sus’, St. Michael’s, Holy Cross, and Sacred 
Heart Churches. Here also several bodies 
were taken up, one of which, that of 
a man 60 years of age, was carried 
ina wagon to the University of Maryland. 
The approach to this cemetery with a wagon 
is difficult, and the bodies had to be carried 
some distance on the shoulders of men. Still 
following up the investigation, the Sun suc- 
ceeded In securing letters and telegrams sent 
to the resurrectionist, sometimes in his own 
name and sometimes in the name of another, 
from Atlanta, Ga., New York City, Boston, 
Mass., Buffalo, N. V., Keokuk, Ia., Chicago, 
New Haven, Conn., Cleveland, O., and 
other places. From this limited in- 
sight into his correspondence, the manner 
in which the traffic in human bodies was 
carried on is readily seen. In midsummer 
agreements were entered into for supplies 
for dead bodies from Baltimore in the fall 
and winter, as merchants contract for pork 
or other goods. Some of the letters refer to 
the bodies as “models,” “casts,” while 
others attempt no disguise. The highest 
price named in these letters for a model“ 
is $50. But it is known that much higher 
prices were realized in some cases. The 
West, it would seem, is the great- 
est consumer of human dead 
bodies. Ann Arbor, Mich., where there 
was such a great stir a few years 
ago on this subject, puts in an appearance in 
these letters, and is after more bodies, Dr.

GEN. GRANT. 
HE STARTS FOR MEXICO NEXT MONDAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, March 22.—Gen. Grant, in a con- 
versation this evening, said be had concluded to 
postpone his departure for Mexico until next 
Monday, when he would go directly to Galveston 
and take the steamer to Vera Cruz, instead of 
going via St. Louis and other places, as he had 
originally intended. In speaking of the 
World’s Fair, Gen. Grant alluded in the 
kindest terms to his colleagues and to their 
energy in pushisig forward the enterprise. He 
thought it better, however, to postpone the fair 
until 1884 or 1885. He considered it a mistake to 
erect temporary buildings at so much expense. 
They should be put up so that at the close of the 
fair they couid be leased for art repositories, 
museums, menageries, aquariums, winter and 
summer gardens, and the like. 

THE EXTRA SESSION. 

Gen. Grant spoke of the proposed extra ses- 
sion of Congress. He said be hoped that there 
would be no extra session. His position 
was, that while Congress might be con- 
sidering the Funding bill new legislation 
would be sure to creep in, and members 
would introduce speciai bills in which they 
would be personally interested, and which would 
be of no importance to the country. Such legis- 
lation could be postponed until next fall, when 
it would not be so certain to affect 
the business of the country. The new

‘ A TERRIBLE SMASH-UP. 
Speciai Dispaten to Tne Chicago Tun. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 22.-—A terrible dis- 
aster occurred at Nottingham Station, ten 
miles east of Cleveland, on the Lake Shore 
Road, between 6 and 7 o’clock to-night. Pas- 
senger train, No, 5, bound West and due 
here at 7:05 p. m. ran off the track, 
several cars being badly ‘wrecked and 
the engineer and fireman of the train 
killed and two express messengers injured 
by the accident.

The engine, from its sudden turn onto the 
side-track, swung around 80 quickly as to 
detach itself from the remainder of the train, 
the tender being thrown ahead fully ten feet. 
The first baggage-car went to the left of the 
engine and split, a portion going the other side 
and over the engine. The second car was 
served the same, its bottom being knocked 
out. The third car crowded the débris- of 
the first two upon the engine, being broken 
to pieces itself. All of the following coaches 
except two sleepers left the track, some of 
their trucks being demolished. They were 
zigzag, after the manner of rail fence. On 
perceiving that his engine had left the track 
the engineer, John Lace, whistied down 
brakes. The passengers first felt a jar, then 
were heavily jolted as the trucks passed over 
the ties, and 
SUDDENLY CAME THE CRASH. 

All were much frightened... A scramble 
for the doors of the coaches followed, some 
in their haste smashing the windows and 
jumping out. On goimg torward the 
wreck was discovered, the débris being 
piled twenty feet hi the only 
sounds being those of , the escaping 
steam. Search was immediately made 
for the engineer and freman. The former 
was found dead in a sitting position, the en- 
gineer lying partly upon him Several bones 
were broken, and one of his eyes was 
gouged out and hung down upon his face in 
a horrible manner. He wasso badly scalded 
that the skin slipped from the flesh. The 
fireman was found lying inside of the ruins 
of the cab, some heavy trucks pinning him 
against the head of the boiler, with his face 
upon the fire-box. His body was 

LITERALLY STEAMED AND ROASTED, 
and was frightfully disfigured. In the ruins 
of the express-cars were found two messen- 
gets,—A. Schneider, of Dunkirk, and C. 
Lockwood, of Buffalo. The former was em- 
ployed by the United States Express, and the 
latter by the American Express. B. F. Ash, 
of Laporte, Ind., a weicher of mails, 
was close by unable to extricate him- 
self. Two of his ribs were broken. 
Schneider was injured in the back, and Lock- 
wood about the shoulder, his face being also 
badly burned. In half an hour from the 
time the news reached this city a relief train 
bearing General-Superintendent Paine and 
other general officers of the raad, witha 
corps of surgeons, were on their way to Not- 
tingham, and immediately on the arrival at 

THE SCENE OF THE WRECK 
cared for the wounded and commenced clear 
ing the blockade. A second train followed 
to bring the passengers, and they, with the ex- 
press matter and baggage that could be saved 
from the wreck, were brought here just before 
ll o’clock. Lace, the dead engineer, was one 
of the oldest in the employ of the road, and 
was regarded as one of the most careful en- 
gineers, He had accumulated considerable 
property, and, besides this, leaves his widow 
a life-insurance of $10,000, together with the 
relief afforded by the Brotherhood, of which 
he was an honored member. Jawkins was 
married, and lived at Collinwood.

CLEVELAND, O., March 22.—The Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Express, due 
here at 7:05 to-night, ranoff the track at 
Nottingham, eight miles east, while running 
at a high rate of speed. The engineer, John 
Lace, and the fireman, Henderson, were 
killed, .crushed against the head of the 
boiler by the tender, which turned complete- 
ly over the locomotive and landed on the 
_track several feet ahead. The engineer was 
thrown on the side, The mail, two express, 
the baggage, and two passenger coaches 
were thrown from the track, which was torn 
up for 200 feet. The smoker and three 
sleepers did not leave the track. No passen- 
ger was injured, tho all in the forward 
cars were considerably’ shaken up. The ex- 
press and baggage cars were badly wrecked. 
The messenger, August Schneider, was se- 
verely but probably not fatally injured. 

HE HAD A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

The only part of his car left whole was the 
root, which was forced on topof the car 
ahead. A wrecking train was dispatched 
immediately on receipt of the news, and was 
soon followed by a special, which brought 
the passengers here at 10 o’clock.

As for the wretch who com- 
mitted the deed, and who evidently went 
there for the express purpose of doing it, 
the only satisfaction there can be is that he 18 
dead, and that no one else will be exposed to 
his bloody brutality.

THE ELECIRIC LIGHT. 

Great progress has certainly been made in 
the development of the electric light within 
the past year. We print in another column 
extracts from New York and London news- 
papers which give an account of the lighting 
of certain streets in those two cities. Broad- 
way between Fourteenth and Thirty-fourth 
streets—a mile in distance—has twenty-three 
electric lights, placed at a considerable hight, 
which make the night as light as day. Mr. 
Edison has faken an office in New York, and 
his Company are preparing to manufacture 
his electric lamps and supply light to private 
houses. The peculiarity of the Edison light 
is that its volume is reduced to about the 
same as the best gas-burner in domestic use. 
He claims that it has been perfected. The 
method for supplying this hght is similar 
to that of supplying the gaslight. The 
electricity is to be generated at a central sta- 
tion and distributed by means of wires. No 
machinery is to be located in the houses sup- 


plied; wires are to be run into different 


rooms as gas-pipes now are, and the light 
supplied is to be measured by a meter. 

Mr. Edison is starting out with the de- 
clared intention of relying upon the superior 
quality of light he proposes to furnish as a 
means for securing a wide substitution of 
electricity for gas. He proposes to furnish a 
light that shall be a little more brilliant, 
equally simpie and convenient, and devoid of 
smoke, smell, and heat, at the same price at 
which gas is now supplied. He does not 
propose to enter into competition with the 
electric light companies which are desirous 
of illuminating the streets, nor to eut under 
the gas companies in price. If his light be 
as successful as he confidently anticipates, it 
is probable that he will be able to introduce 
it upon the same terms as gas is now fur- 
nished. But the effect in the end will be to 
reduce the cost of light for public and do- 
mestic use. The gas companies can afford to 
reduce the price of the light they furnish, 
and they will do so whenever it shall become 
evident that a superior light can be furnished 
at the same cost. Then the electric-light 
companies will also make a reduction to meet 
that ot the gas companies, and this process 
will go on till the lowest figure shall have 
been reached at which either light can be 
supplied at a reasonable profit. This is the 
logic of competition; and, if the new Edison 
lamp proves to be all the inventor claims for 
it, it will assure not merely a superior but 
also a cheaper light.

DAKOTA THE NEXT NEW STATE. 

Dakota will probably be the next State to 
be admitted into the Union. Utah would 
very likely come in at the same time with 
Dakota it it were not cursed with polygamy 
and Mormonism, No Territory where that 
shameful barbarism exists cin ever be ad- 
mitted into the Union, no matter how im- 
portant its claims may be in other respects. 
Dakota comes next in orde? by reason of its 
location, population, resources, and pros- 
pects. But Gov. Ordway, of Dakota, and 
those who are sustaining him in his project 
for dividing the present Territory into three 
parts, are not aiding, but retarding, the 
project of admission. Their scheme is to 
partition the Territory bya line following 
the forty-sixth parallel of latitude, which 
would divide it into two parts, north and 
south, nearly equal, and to make the north- 
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‘gress, and such a condition would not be the 


strongest recommendation for ad- 
mission into the Union. Ti large propor- 
tion of arid and drought-smftten land should 
be taken into account in considering the mat- 
ter, and the variety of soil, climate, and prod- 
ucts, which is cited as the main reason 
fora d really constitutes the best 
reason for its early admission as a State. 
Deprived of this promise of future growth 
by limiting the area of the proposed State 
and cutting off a large part of the resources 
and possibilities now included in the Terri- 
tory, Dakota would no longer have the claim 
upon the country it now has. There is little 
reason to doubt that Dakota, admitted as a 
whole, would grow very rapidly in population 
under the impetus which permanent State 
organizauon would give it. The emigration 
which would naturally go there from the 
Lake and St. Lawrence regions—from the 
Scandinavians, North Germans, Canadians, 
and Scotch mainly—would give it a sturdy 
and industrious population, well able to en- 
dure the long, severe winters and the hard- 
ships of the climate, and caleulated to de- 
velop the full résources—mineral and agri- 
cultural—which different sections of the 
Territory contain. If the enterprising peo- 
ple of Dakota are earnest in their effort to 
secure favorable consideration of their ambi- 
tion to have a State Government and to be 
represented in the National Congress, they 


will do well te discourage the project for a |

THE ABSURD CRY OF LOCALITY. 

The shriek. of locality was heard to a cer- 
tain extent in the City Convention yesterday. 
Some of the effervescent delegates from the 
Twelfth Ward declared that the West Side 
was not getting its share,” because the candi- 
date for Mayor nominated bya portion of 
that section was not chosen. A little reflec- 
tion should convince every person that this 
was not the case. Of the four candidates, 
two ate from the West Division. Mr. John 
Raber, the candidate for City Treasurer, is a 
resident of the Sixth Ward, where his busi- 
ness is also located. Mr. Sennott, who was 
nominated for City Clerk, lives in the Eighth 
Ward, the very heart of the West Division. 
Besides, Mr. Clark’s business interests are in 
the Fougteenth Ward, and he is a represent- 
ative man who had the support of the busi- 
ness community without regard to locality. 
Many of his most active supporters were 
business men doing business on the South 
Side, but residiyg on the West Side and 
identified prominently with its interests. 

It cannot certainly be said that the West 
Side has been unfairly treated in the distri- 
bution of city nominations In the last ten 
years. Granting that fully half of the popu- 
lation of the city resides in that section, the 
Mayoralty should not go to it for mere local- 
ity reasons much more than haif the time. 
Yet it is a fact that there has not been a Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor from any 
other section since 1868, when George W. 
Gage was. nominated and defeated by R. B. 
Mason. The West Side had both candidates 
for Mayor in 1871, In 1873, Mr. L. L. Bond, 
a Republican West-Sider, was nominated 
and defeated. In 1876, after Colvin’s term 
had expired, Monroe Heath, of the Eleventh 
Ward, West Side, was nominated and elect- 
ed, and he was reélected for a full term in 
1877. In 1879, Mr. A. M. Wright, of the 
Twelfth Ward, Was nominated and slaugh- 
tered in the house of his friends, West Side, 
and his successful competitor was a West- 
Mader. 

The West Side, it will de seen, has been 
more than fairly—it has been handsomely— 
treated by the Republican party in the nomi- 
nation of candidates for Mayor. No one will 
contend that Mayoralty honors should be 
confined exclusively to that division. 

We cannot believe that sensible men in any 
part of the city will allow petty local jealous- 
ies to influence them when they are called 
upon to decide what shall be the character 
of the City Government for the next two 
years. The Mayor is elected for and by the 


whole city. It is immaterial what ward, or 


precinct, or neighborhood he hails from. 
The only question should be whether he is 
competent and honest, and whether his elec- 
tion will promote the welfare of the com- 
munity. Believing that the election of Mr. 
Clark will do this, and that he was not nomi- 
nated on sectional grounds, but purely in 
the interests of good government, we rely 
confidently on a hearty and united support 
of the ticket by all the Republicans of Chica-

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THE EVERGLADES DRAINAGE SCHEME. 

Our dispatches yesterday morning an- 
nounced the completion of the contracts 
between an association of Philadelphia cap- 
italists and the State of Florida by the terms 
of which they contract to drain the Ever- 
glades of Southern Florida, amounting to 
12,000,000 or more acres of swamp-lands below 
the frost-belt, which are held to be extraor- 
dinarily fertile. In connection with this 
scheme it is also contemplated to connect 
two rivers by a short ship-canal, thus cross- 
ing the State, which will materially shorten 
the distance between Atlantic and European 
ports and New Orleans, Mobile, and all 
shipping points on the Gulf, besides avoid- 
ing the dangerous navigation among the 
keys and reefs south of Florida. The canal 
scheme, however, is as yet too indefinit in its 
cost and in other details to admit of discus- 
sion; but the drainage of the Everglades is 
better understood, and the topography of the 
country is well known. 

A recent communication to one of our con- 
temporaries from a gentleman in Tallahassee 
gives a very clear sketch of the southern 
part of Florida; which is now one immense 
swamp, familiarly known as the Everglades, 
islands intersected with hummocks or 
swamps. They properly commence at Lake 
Okeechobee and virtually extend east, west, 
and south to the coast. The lake itself is a 
shallow sheet of water forty miles in length 
by thirty in width, averaging from six to 
twelve feet in depth, according to season. It 
is in reality a widening of the Kissimes 
River, which has its source in a group of 
small lakes farther north, with which Florida 
is profusely dotted, and its overflow has formed 
the Everglades. The lake itself is twenty- 
two feet above the sea-level, and its only 
known outlet is the Caloosahatchie River, a 
comparatively stagnant stream, choked 
up. with vegetation, running seventy 
miles westward to its outlet in the Gulf near 
Fort Myers. It is proposed to lower Lake 
Okeechobee ten feet by dredging out the 
Caloosahatchie River and straightening and 
widening it. This, it is claimed, would not 
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The main point, however, is the land that 


will be recinimed by this drainage, ‘one-half 


of which, according to the contract, will go 
to the Company. It is estimated that it will 
amount to 12,000,000 acres, of which 6,000,000 
acres will belong to them. Placing their 
Value at $1 per acre, the total would much 
more than pay for the labor on the improve- 
ment.

It will open 
up a vast sugar field, as well as the richest 
land for oranges and all tropical fruits, indi- 
go, tobacco, and other Southern products, in 
the world, and supply labor for thousands of 
negroes. As Florida is more largely settled 
by Northerners than any Southern State, it 
will be seen that new opportunities will aiso 
be offered to their energy and enterprise, and 
these vast grass-grown, choked up, stagnant 
swamps that have never been of any service 
except as hiding-places for hostile Indians, 
and are of no service now except as resorts 
for the hunter, will blossom. like the rose, 
and play a wonderful part in thé industrial 
history of the South. Should it succeed it 
must inevitably make Florida the richest 
State in the whole Southern section.

THE “ANTI-TREATING” BILL. 

The Legislature of Wisconsin has passed a 
bill, which awaits the signature of the Gov- 
ernor, and aims atan end more sentimental 
than practical. It is to prohibit treating.“ 
It proposes a penalty of $5 for each offense 
of liquor “treating,” or one man paying for 
the beer or other drink taken by another per- 
son. It prohibits, also, the transferof checks 
for drinks, or the gifts of even botties of beer, 
or wine, or other drinks. 

The practice of treating is almost exclu- 
sively American, It is not known in other 
countries, though the rule is almost univer- 
sal in this country, In Europe, where more 
than one person of a party have beer, wine, 
or other beverage, each pays for what he 
orders and consumes, and no more. In this 
country the opposit is the general rule, and 


one man pays for the whole round. The | 


worst feature of this practice is, that after 
one man treats each man who has been 
“treated” feels it incumbent upon him 
to treat the crowd also; the result 
is that in Europe, when half a 
dezen men drink together, there is but 
one drink each, while in this country 
each man of the six treats, and consequent- 
ly each man takes six drinks. The expendi- 
ture and the consumption under the system 
of treating is thereby greatly increased. Tux 
Trrpune has strongly urged the abandon- 
ment of this bad practice of treating, and has 
pointed out its evil effects and consequences, 
particularly the fact that it socially com- 
pels or induces men to drink much oftener 
than they. would if no such practice pre 
vailed. eend sought by the Wisconsin 
law isa wise one, and eminently desirable, 
but it is not so clear that that end can be ac- 
complished by an act of the Legislature. 
There are countless other social habits and 
customs which are stongly objected to by 
numerous persons, but which cannot be pro- 
hibited by law, and an attempt to prohibit 
which by legal penalties would be generally 
resented. 

No law which interferes with the personal 
liberty of the citizen in regard to his eating 


or drinking, and by attempting to regulate 


and control his social habits and customs, 
and his personal and friendly intercourse 
with his friends or his neighbors, can hope to 
commend its coercive features to public sen- 
timent. All laws are dependent for their 
efficacy upon public opinion, and there is in 
the heartsof men a permanent protest against 
the interference of the law in the sumptuary, 


‘social, and family manners, customs, and 


habits of the general mass of men. Itis im- 
possible to enforee such laws against an ad- 
verse public opinion. 3 

The difficulty of enforcing this particular 
act is sufficiently obvious. The offense can 
of necessity be proven only by the treater or 
the treatee, or the bartender, and the at- 
tempt by the law to compel either of these to 
„tell“ on the other must always prove abor- 
tive. This Wisconsin bill, therefore, is a 
mere tub thrown to the coercive prohibi- 
tionists. The only good it can possibly do 
may be to strengthen the resolution of some 
persons not to indulge in treating. It may 
enable some who know that treating is an 
injurious practice to take shelter behind the 
law to stop it. On the other hand, another 
class will resent the interference and defy 
the law, and treat more than ever, There is 
much ‘perversity in human nature. 
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of the settlement of the issues save by the 
absolute defeat of one party or the other.“

In another carriage was the Princess Marie 
Maximilianovna, the Princess Romanovsky, 
the Duchess of Leuchtenburg, Therese Pe- 
trovna, the Princess Eugenie Maximilianovna 
of Oldenburg. and the Duchess Helene Geor- 
gievna of Mecklenbure-Strelitz. Following 
these came the ladies of honor attending on 
the Princesses, then the great court officials, 
with chamberiains, gentlemen-in-waiting, 
his late Majesty’s physicians, body servants, 
ete., five companies from as many regiments 
of the Guards, one battery of artillery, two 
squadrons of cavalry, another battery of 
horse-artillery, and, finally, a squadron from 
the School of Cavalry. 

MEANWHILE A BLACK FLAG, 
bearing the cipher of the deceased Uzar, em- 
br@idered in white, had been hoisted to the 
tall gilded spire on the Cathedral within the 
fortress. The centre of the nave of the 
Chathedral was filled by the huge catafalque, 
with its cloth-of-cola lined with ermine, ris- 
ing to the very roof of the edifice. Beneath 
this was a dais with three grades, covered 
with crimson velvet, while surrounding the 
pillars of the catafaique, shrouded alternate- 
ly, were draperies of cloth-of-gold and cloth- 
of-silver bearing the monogram of the la- 
mented Czar.

The 
lower part of the body was completely hid- 
den under heaps of fresh flowers, deposited 
by loving hands. When the service was con- 
cluded Alexander III., kneeling on one knee, 
kissed the hand of his dead father. The Em- 
press followed his example, Then, bowing 
slightly to the persons in the vicinity, the 
Imperial couple left the cathedral. The 
Duchess of Edinburg and the Grand Duch- 
esses present were successively conducted to 
the coffin to pay the last tribute of love 
and reverence to the murdered sovervign. 
Then followed all the Imperial Royal mourn- 
ers, foreign Princes, and members of the Corps 
Diplomatic. They gazed awhile at the feat- 
ures, which, although altered; were yet easily 
recognizable. Then stooping, they kissed 
with reverence the hand that had signed 
the liberation of 40,000,000 serfs. There the 
corpse will lie in state until Saturday, in the 
shadow of the clustered columns that stand 
about the plain-topped tombs of white mar- 


ble. Beside the tomb of the late Empress is 


a vacant space where, according to his ex- 
pressed wish, will repose the remains of 
Alexander II. forever.“ 

SALA SENDS A GHASTLY DESCRIPTION 
of the late Crar's appearance after the em- 
balming, as shown by photographs offered 
for sale in St. Petersburg. He says: The 
features are seen in profile; the left side of 
the face is exposed. The sparse hair is car@ 
fully brushed from the temples. The agriz- 
zled mustache and whiskers are carefully 
trimmed and kempt.

ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT 
gives the following details relating to the 
Duke and Duchess of Edinburg: The 
Duchess of Edinburg bears her great loss 
with characteristic fortitude. On her arrival 
last week, and after Visiting the chamber of 
death, she was greatly overcome, and sleep 
refused to assuage her grief. The next 
moruing, however, she visited the Princess 
Urieffat, and remained more than an hour. 
In the evening the Duke and Duchess, incog- 
nito, paid a visit to the spot where the fatal 
bomb struck the Emperor.

AN OFFICIAL SHOW-DOWN. 

The Park bill, prepared by the Committee 
on Corporations, and providing for sworn re- 
ports by the Park Commissioners to the Gov- 
ernor, was read a second time, whereupon 
Harris, of Cook, sent up a long amendment 
providing for additional reports to be made 
tothe County Board.

In 1868 he came to this city, and 
since that time he has taken quite an active 
part in municipal politica At present he is 
in the employ of the Sheriff, and is a Bailiff 
in Judge Moran’s Court.

William L. Underwood, the nominee for 
the office of City-Attorney, was born in La- 
fayette, Ind., in February, 1852, and is at 
present 29 years of age.

Stocks More Active, but Prices 


Moving Downward, 


Probability of an Extra Session Falls to 
Revive the Market. 


‘Finances in Chicago Dull—Light Ourrency 


Movement—Money Easier. 


The Produce Markets Active, and Generally

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were more active and prices showed no 
buoyancy. The coal stocks, which were most 
freely dealt in, exhibited the least strength. 
Several reports calculated to give support to the 
market were put into circulation, with no con- 
siderable effect. Most important of these was 
the statement, made with great positiveness, 
that President Garfield had determined to call 
an extra session of Congress, to mect in about a 
month, and that in the call he would insert an 
urgent recommendation that a 3 per cent fund- 
ing bill be passed. On this news the 
bears of the previous two or three. days 
became free buyers, but they had no ap- 
parent difficulty in obtaining their stocks with- 
out advancing quotations. Simultaneously with 
a drop in Wepbash preferred from 88 to 86, and in 
the common from 46 to 45, care the news that 
Mr. Gould had wired his New York brokers to 
sustain his stock. Which was cause and which 
effect it would be rash to say. A reduction of 50 
cents a ton in the price of coal by ali the com- 
panies, following the lead of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Company, brought out some coal stocks for 
sale, and caused a decline in all but Reading.

In New York the spring trade, according to 
the New York Tribune, thus far has not proved 
to be equal to expectations. Excepting for 
grain, the prices for ail the great staples of 
merchandise, such as iron, coal, wool, and cdt- 
ton, and their respective fabrics, show a declin- 
ing tendency of a tull supply anda 
small demand. city is full of merchants 
from all parts of the country, but the complaint 
is that in their purchases the country merchants 
are practicing such a “ band-to-mouth” policy 
that the markets are not relieved of the accu- 
mulated surpluses of the last three months. 
This condition undoubtedly is partly due to the 
backward spring, but a knowledge of the cause 
does not remove the fact that thé situation is 
5 regarded as satisfactory in mercantile cir- 
roles. 
With regard to the coal trade, the Miners’ 
Journal says the trade of week before last was

very dull. The coal sent to market was largely 


in excess of thatof any week since the begin- 
ning ot the year. The quantity on hand was 
largely in excess of the needs of the market, and 
the effect of the large shipments was on ly to add 
to the depression which bas characterized the 
trade for several weeks. As we have before 
stated, buyers axe in no, hurry to lay in the 
spring supplies, and are whiting the announce- 
mentof spring prices and rates of trausporta- 
tion before deciding what to do. Im the mean- 
time there is little movement in coal. Efforts 
have been made to fore sales, and, with the 
usual result of such action, where any has been 
disposed of it was at a sacrifice of prices. 

The New York Tribune editorially gives 
expression to strong “bull” views ubout the 
stock market. It thinks imports of specie are 
likely to continue on account of foreiga pur- 
chases of stocks. In spite of some rumors to 
the contrary, it does not yet appear that this 
outward movement of securities has ceased. 
One purchase of 50,000 shares of a single stock 
was completed last week for ‘forgigu buyers, 
and other orders or purchases are frequently 
reported. while the comparative smallness of 
orders to seli ia indicated by the general course 
of prices. The judgment of foreign investors 
as to the permanent value of properties is not 
materiaily altered by storms or rumors of storms.

At U o'clock yesterday morum a jury was 
impaneied af the residence of the deceased by 
Deputy-Coroner Hansen, the jurors being

MAD FROM LOVE. 

A TRIBUNE representative yesterday called at 
the house, 184 Goetne street, where Willett Sey- 
mour lived with his parents. His mother de- 
sired to give a statement of the true facts in the 
case, rather than have them garbled, and, 


although ber maternal heart was wrung with. 


grief, she related the following history of the 
attachment between Hattie Cram and her dead 
boy Willett: 

“The intimacy,”’ said Mrs. Seymour, “between 
them began a year ago iast October. They met 
at a party given on the North Side, after which 
meeting, although he evidently became inter- 
ested in the young lady, they did not meet again 
for some time. She was then 15; he was 16. She 
wrote him two letters, which, after a littie delay, 
he answered. From that time, about January a 
year ago, they wrote to each other and saw each 
other often. Both lived on the North Side. She 
would drive down with ber phaeton and take 
him out grees Her parents encournged the 
intimacy. At first we merely looked upon it as 
the fancy of a boy. and believed that time would 
cure it. We noticed the attachment growing, 
and when we saw how deeply he felt it we tried 
to break it off. Had the young lady's parents 
coOperated with us it could have been broken, I 
am sure; but they did not. 

Miss Cram had a good many young male ad- 
mirers, ana she enjoyed their adulation; that 
disturbed Willett very much. Some of these 
you men my son considered untit to asso- 
ciate with Miss Cram. They were friends of her 
brother. Last winter I found in Wfllett’s clothes 
a letter which be hadn't posted addressed to 
Mrs. Cram, urging her to exercise more dis- 
crimination in granting permission to certain 
young men to visit her daughter. Willett 
would expostulate with the young lady, they 
would quarrel. and a reconciliation would follow. 
These repeated ‘tiffs’ made him very unhappy, 
and when our family lust May moved to Nor- 
wood Park for the summer, one day he met her 
in the horse-cars with one of the young wen he 
had looked upon as objectionable, A little 
scene, 1 believe, occurred then. She had 

to ave nothing more to do 
this you man, and he reminded 
her of the promise. She resented gis 
interference. and this caused a breach. 
We were glad of it, Decause the affair was un- 
dermining his peace. He was —— of a 
buoyant, affectionate, ardent disposition, but he 
had become subject to fits of melancholy. 

“Shortly after this Cari Cram, the brother of 
the young lady, came out to Norwood Park and 
— the letters his sister had written 
without giving in exchange the letters Willett 
bad sent her.

: THE MOTIVE... 

The inquest held yesterday simply established 
the facts as to the killing, as there still remains 
tobe solved the m&tive which couid induce 
yonag Seymour to commit so terrible a aime. 
This is to be sought some timefback,, and lies pri- 
mairily in the infatuation of Will Seymour for 
Miss Hattie Cram, who is now only 16 years old. 
From conversations with friends of the young 
people, it appears that the two met while Hattie 
was at school, over a year ago, and while she 
was still a young girl. The two were unusually 
intimate for a period of several months, but no 
suspicion was ever entertained that the intimacy 
was anything but a pure boyish love. Mr. Cram 
seem to think that Hattie was too young 
t receive such marked attention from 
0 oung man. There was no positive 
Prohibition, but still the young people when 
they met, as they did often, felt that they were 
mildly doing something they ought not to. Sey- 
mour was all this time leading another life 
among the fast young boys about town, and 
sometimes he was indiscreet enough to speak 
boastingly of his conquests. He never more 
thun binted, but his untruthtul bints were. as is 
usual, accepted by his fast young friends on the 
Board as true without investigation. Last June 
be was formally ferbidden the house. Since 
that time he has never been there, according to 
the testimony of his friends and his brother. 
although be has several times seen the young 
lady. Some of his friends say that young 
Sey mour bas often threatened to shoot 
Mr. Cram. Several of his cronies were aware of 
the intimacy,and in some quarters it was a 
matter of talk,—thne in timacy itself and the dis- 
favor into which he had falten.

With 
her consent be bad sold the house she now occu- 
pies, intending to build her a home at another 
location. Death overtook him before this was 
done, and his mother is left without support and 
ignorant as to whether he left any papers sub- 
stantiating her rights to the proceeds of the 
sale of the house. Mr. Cram owned the pretty 
little residence with the large unds where he 
lived. He was not wealthy, although in receipt 
of a fair income, His life was insured for $10,- 
000. and the family will be in no immediate 
want. 

When the reporter called at the house late in 
the afternoon he found a desolate household, 
where wo and suffering was painted on every 
face. Mrs. Cram was completely prostrated, but 
was bravely endeavoring to comfort the littie 
children while unable to restrain ber own sor- 
row. Miss Hattie rapidly sank under the bur- 
den and passed from one convulsion to another. 
Although last evening she was much quieter, 
Dr. Jewell, who was attending her, could give 
no positive assurance of her recovery, there 
thus being a possibility of another victim. being 
added to this terrible tragedy. Later in the 
evening, however, she grew much better. 

The funeral will be delayed for several days to 
await the arrival from Dartmouth of the son 
Nathan, whose college life has so rudely been 
broken in upon. a 

The body of Willitt Seymour was conveyed 
from its rough resting-place in the Town-Hall 
to the residence of bis mother, No. 184 Goethe 
street, in charge of his brother. It was intended 
to have the funeral from the house at 2 o'clock 
to-day, but the hour may be changed. His knife 
and pistol were held by the Coroner, though his 
brother was very anxious to secure them.

It may be of interest to know that 
there is one State that aliows a still higher rate 
as a basis for computing insurance reserve— to- 
wit: the State ot Maine. The enlightened tegis- 
lators of that State in 1877 enacted a law author- 
izing ail life-insurance companies organized un- 


cent basis, the result of which would, as applied 
to any life-insurance company operating under 
a Maine charter, enable it to show a surplus of 
over halt a million when, under the laws of 
other States, it might be wholly and hopelesly 
insolvent. 

Fortunately such a contingency did not arise 
butif it had arisen the policyholders would 
have realized the beneticent results intended by 
the law (or rather intended by those whose skill 
caused the law to be enacted) in the facility 
thus atforded the officers of the company to hold 
control of its affairs so long as by a 6 per cent 
computation it could be made appear solvent. 

Verily, legislation is a good thing, sometimes, if 
properly made use of, but legislative ideas dif- 
fer widely in different States. Here in Illinois, 
some legislators propose a measure that would 
render some companies insolyent, while in 
Maine, they enact a law that would prevent 
most any company from being declared insol- 
vent.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribuna, 

CHIcaGo, Mach 22.—Your articie in Saturday 
and Sunday's Tribune in reference to Amer? 
can apprentices seems to me to be slightly over- 
drawn, or, more definitly, I might say there is 
another side to the question. Whatever censure 
may fall upon the Labor Leagues, or Unions, or 
other special societies, the fault is not all there 
by any meaus, nor are they in any considerabie 
degree responsible.

Progress of Electric Light in 
London. 


New York Herald, March 21. 
“ Well, sir, we don’t pay for the gas, that’s 
all,” was the reply in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works after a Herald re- 


porter had inquired whether any sas com- with 


pany is deriving profit from the experiment 
that an electric light company are making in 
Broadway, between Fourteenth and Thirty- 
fourth streets. “ Permission having been 
granted, the Company put up fifteen lights 
on the 20th of December last and eight more 
on the 8th of January last, and now they 
display twenty-three lights betweefl Four- 
teenth and Thirty-fourth streets, making 
that mile of Broadway as light as noon- 
day every. night. Since the electric 
light has been turned on the Department of 
Public Works have cut off more than 100 gas 
jets in the region now lighted by electricity. 
We havg taken the burners off. The city 
pays the gas companies $15 a year for every 
burner used in lighting the streets. Here are 
100 burners taken off and not used, and con- 
sequently not paid for, and a little arith- 
metic will enable you to see the saving. The 
gas companies charge private consumers 
$2.25 per 1,000 feet; the city getsits gas at 
about $1.25. No, I can’t guess how long the 
electric light company will continue to 
illuminate Broadway at their own expense; 
but after the next meeting of the Gas Com- 
mission, consisting of the Mayor. the Con- 
troller, and the Commissioner of Public 
Works, I may be abie to answer that conun- 
drum. They will meet on the Soth of this 


month and probably pass upon several applica- 
tions for contracts to light the streets by elec- 
tricity.
